REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


So  far  as  the  Board  of  Health  has  had  any  information 
there  have  been  four  cases  of  diphtheria  in  town  the  past  year 
three  of  these  were  in  the  family  of  Wm.  H.  H.  Cole,  the 
mother  and  two  children,  and  resulted  in  the  death  of  the 
children. 

The  first  information  had  of  the  disease  in  this  family, 
was  after  the  death  of  one  of  the  children,  Sept.  27. 

The  family  were  at  once  placed  in  quarantine  and  the 
child  was  buried  on  the  following  day,  as  soon  as  a  casket 
could  be  procured. 

It  seems  that  the  mother  and  this  child  were  afflicted  with 
the  disease  at  the  same  time.  They  had  no  professional 
medical  attendance. 

At  the  time  the  quarantine  was  established,  there  were  in 
the  family,  as  visitors,  a  Mrs.  Burke  and  four  of  her  children. 
October  9  she  violated  the  quarantine,  and  with  her  children, 
returned  to  her  home  in  Everett,  Mass.  The  health  officers 
of  that  place  were  immediately  notified  of  the  fact.  Meantime 
another  young  child  of  the  Coles,  who  was  absent  at  the  time 
of  the  sickness  of  the  other,  had  been  brought  home^  and  it 
contracted  the  disease,  and  died  Oct.  18,  it  was  buried  in  the 
evening  of  the  same  day. 

Cultures  were  taken  from  each  member  of  the  family  and 
sent  to  the  Bacteriological  Department  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  as  often  as  once  a  week,  from  Oct.  6  to  Nov.  12,  each 
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culture  showing  diphtheria  bacilli  until  the  last  named  date 
when  it  showed  clear  and  the  quarantine  was  removed. 

After  the  first  death,  Mr.  Cole  informed  us  that  they  had 
fumigated  the  house  with  sulphur,  but  later,  finding  that  the 
cultures  showed  the  presence  of  the  germs  of  the  disease,  the 
house  was,  by  the  advice  of  Dr.  Watson,  Secretary  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  very  thoroughly  disinfected  with  formal- 
dehyde, six  rooms  and  hall.  Also  after  the  death  of  the 
second  child  the  house  was  again  disinfected. 

Just  to  what  extent  the  fatalities  In  this  family  were  due 
to  lack  of  medical  attendance  it  would  be  impossible  to  deter- 
mine, but  in  case  of  a  disease  of  so  dangerous  a  character  as 
diphtheria  it  should  be  the  duty  of  every  one  to  procure  the 
best  medical  assistance  obtainable,  and  as  soon  as  possible; 
any  failure  to  do  so  would  seem,  almost,  like  criminal  negli- 
gence. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  following  extract  from  the 
Public  Statute: 

An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Restriction  of 
Communicable  Diseases. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  senate  and  house  of  representa- 
tives in  general  court  convened  : 

Section  i.  A  physician  called  upon  to  attend  a 
sick  person,  and  who  finds  the  cause  of  such  sickness 
to  be  of  a  contagious  or  infectious  character,  and  the 
general  public  likely  to  be  endangered  thereby,  may 
quarantine  such  person's  residence  at  once  and  re- 
port the  fact  to  the  board  of  health.  Such  quaran- 
tine shall  continue  in  force  until  relieved  or  revoked 
by  the  board  of  health. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  any  person  knows  or  has  reason 
to  believe  that  any  member  of  his  family  or  house- 
hold (boarder,  roomer,  or  visitor)  has  either  small- 
pox, diphtheria,  membranous  croup,  scarlet  fever, 
typhoid  fever,  measles,  or  any  other  malignant  com- 
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municable  disease,  he  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours, 
if  no  physician  is  in  attendance,  give  notice  thereof 
to  the  local  board  of  health  of  the  town  or  city  in 
which  he  resides,  and  such  notice  shall  be  given 
either  verbally  to  one  of  the  health  officers,  or  by  a 
communication  addressed  to  the  board  of  health  and 
duly  mailed  within  the  time  specified. 

Sect.  7.  No  parent,  guardian,  person,  or  persons 
having  the  custody  of  any  child  shall  permit  such 
child,  if  infected  with  any  communicable  disease,  or 
has  been  exposed  to  such,  to  attend  any  public  or 
private  school. 

Sect.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  a  health  officer 
or  a  representative  of  a  local  board  of  health,  to 
attend  a  meeting  of  the  state  board  of  health,  when 
requested  by  the  latter,  for  consultation  in  the 
restriction  and  prevention  of  contagious  and  infecti- 
ous diseases,  or  for  the  consideration  of  other 
important  sanitary  matters. 

Sect.  9.  Any  person  who  knowingly  violates  any 
provision  of  this  chapter,  or  any  regulation  estab- 
lished by  authority  of  this  chapter,  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Sect.  10.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall 
take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

[Approved  February  20,  1901.] 
Also  from  Laws  of  1899  : 

"Whenever  any  person  or  family  is  placed  in  quar- 
antine by  a  board  of  health  to  protect  the  public 
against  smallpox,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  or  other 
dangerous  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  assist  such  person  or 
family  while  in  quarantine,  in  such  manner  as  in  the 
judgment  of  the  board  may  be  deemed  wise  or 
necessary."

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


It  has  been  the  endeavor  of  the  committee  for  the  past 
year  to  make  the  schools  equal  to  those  of  neighboring  towns 
of  about  the  same  population  and  valuation,  and  superior  if 
possible.     In  this  we  believe  we  have  succeeded  fairly  well. 

All  the  schools  have  been  in  session  twenty-nine  weeks, 
and  care  has  been  taken  to  furnish  everything  possible  that 
was  necessary  for  the  mental  advancement  and  physical  com- 
fort of  the  pupils. 

A  larger  amount  of  repairs  have  been  necessary  than  we 
had  at  first  considered. .  The  school  house  at  Walnut  Hill 
having  to  be  entirely  reshingled. 

The  adoption  of  some  new  books  we  believe  has  added 
to  the  efficiency  of  our  schools.  "Morton's"  new  geography 
has  displaced  the  old  "Frye"  and  arrangements  are  being 
made  to  provide  a  new  set  of  "Progressive  Readers"  in  place 
of  th'C  worn  out  "Stepping  Stones  to  Literature."  Apropos 
with  the  mention  of  new  books,  it  might  be  well  to  say  that  a 
little  instruction  at  home  in  regard  to  the  care  of  school 
books  would  not  come  amiss.  Carelessness  in  this  matter 
means  a  loss  to  the  school  treasury  every  time. 

The  registers  in  some  schools  show  too  large  a  number 
of  absences  and  excuses.  While  such  things  may  be  neces- 
sary occasionally,  every  parent  should  know  that  no  teacher 
can  secure  the  best  development  in  a  scholar  who  is  not  in 
regular  attendance  at  all  classes. 
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We  deplore  the  number  of  changes  in  teachers  that  have 
been  necessary  during  the  past  year,  but  it  is  hard  to  secure 
and  hold  the  most  desirable  quality  of  a  teacher  at  the  prices 
we  can  pay.  But  yet  we  believe  that  the  teachers  of  the  past 
year  have  conscientiously  tried  to  do  their  best,  and  the 
children  under  their  instruction — in  many  instances  —have 
made  rapid  progress  in  their  studies.
